In response to the restriction requirement mailed on December 1, 2004, Applicant 
hereby elects with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I as set forth in claims 1-22. 

At this time Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner reconsider the 
restriction requirement on the grounds that each of the claims in the non-elected group 
specifically requires that the product be manufactured by a process as recited in the Group I 
claims. A noted at MPEP Section 806.05(f) restriction is proper only if the product as claimed 
can be made by another and materially different process. The words "as claimed" are specifically 
emphasized in the cited section. 

In the instant case, each of the Group II claims specifically recites a claimed 
process from Group I as the process by which the product is made. As noted at MPEP Section 
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806.05(f) defining a product in terms of a process by which it is made is a permissible technique 
that an applicant may use to define an invention. 

Since the product as claimed in each of the claims in Group II is defined 
specifically in terms of a process from the Group I claim set, and since such a practice is 
recognized as permissible, Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner reconsider the 
restriction requirement In particular Applicant requests that the Examiner reconsider the 
position that the products as claimed can be made by a materially different process.
